Writer, and pleaſed with the Drift of it. It is to 
apply to the Proteſtant King of Great Britain, tha

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good Ally of the States General, my Maſters, in 
behalf of the Popiſh Pretender to his Throne, 
and of the Pretender's Adherents, the Rebel; 
fince they have been defeated by the Duke of 
Cumberland, in their Attempts to dethrone the | 
King his Faber, to extinguiſh the Line of Han. 
ver, and to inſlave the Exgliſb, all by the deep 
Counſels and Succours of France. 

TE French Miniſters, who have long known 
me to be their Friend, and treated me different. 
ly from all Foreign Miniſters whatſoever, as in- 
deed they have found my Behaviour different 
from that of all other Miniſters; have done me 
the Credit to truſt me with what no other Mini- 
ſter would undertake, or be asked to undertake. 

THE T know how long and zealouſly I have 
contended, that all Nations ſhould implicit 
ſubmic to. make Peace with France, becauſe 
otherwiſe France would never have done making 
arbitrary War upon all Nations.
